A FRIEND OF MR. CONKLING, 
who had been in consultation with him, said 
last night that Judge Robertson’s nomina- 
tion would probably be hung up” in Mr.

A WEEK’S BUSINESS. 

New Tonx, April 6—From the Public: 
In March, 1880, an extraordinary fever of 
speculation in products as well as in securi- 
ties, the wildest which the courtry has seen 
since 1872, reached its culmination. In 
March, 1881, business was retarded through- 
out the country by a series of storms or 
floods, and the obstructions of travel or 
transportation in some Northern States were 
beyond all precedent. Yet the volume of 
business transacted was greater in March, 
1881, than March, 1880, by 18.2 per cent. Part 
of this increase was due to speculative 
activity here early in the month, but ex- 
changes at twenty-two cities were greater in 
March, 1880, by about 83 per cent. This, 
notwithstanding the decline of 15 per cent. 
in the average price of cotton for the month 
since March, 1880, of 20 per cent in the 
average price of flour, and 12 per cent in the 
average price of wheat, of 7 per cent in 
petroleum, and a much larger proportion in 
many manufactured products, among which

IN MEXICO, 
HERCULEAN LABORS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, April 6.—Mr. James Sullivan 
says there is no truth whatever in the report 
mentioned in a Mexican dispatch that the 
new Governor of the State of Durango has 
thrown obstacies in the way of the prosecu- 
tion of the work on the Sullivan & Palmer 
railroad, and that 6,000 laborers engaged 
thereon have been discharged. He says: 
This report may have arisen from the fact 
of 3,000 men having been changed from one 
section of the road to another, which re- 
movail ordered a few weeks ago. Hav- 
ing arrived from Mexico within 
the last few days, I can say 
that the greatest harmony exists between not 
only the State of Mexico, but all other States 
as well, throngh which the railroad will 
pass, and the Palmer-Sulijvan Company. 

THEY ARE NOW WORKING 
on the section between Mexico and Toluca, 
10,200 men; also on the section from Toluca 
to Maravatio, 3,000 men. Furthermore, be- 
tween Morelia, the Capital of the State of 


Michoacan and Maravatos, there are 3,200. 


These men receive three reals (324¢ cents) 
per day. Sleepers are contracted for for 500 
milesof road. Six thousand five hundred tons 
of steel rails for 1,000 miles and side-tracks 
have been contracted for, of which several 
thousand tons have already been delivered 
in the City of Mexico. Twenty-five parties 
of engineers are working for this Company 
between the Capital and the Texas border, at 
Loredo, between Manzanillo and the Capital, 
and at Zacatecas and other ints, and the 
lans of the Manzanillo and Callimo section, 
aving recentjy been approved by the Gov- 
ernment, the work of construction has been 
commenced at the Pacific end. The Com- 
pears track will reach Laredo from Corpus 
Ynristi, 165 miles, in June, and all 
arrangements are made with a view to ex- 
ecuting the order to reach Monterey by the 
close of the present year, and San uis 
Potosi by the close of next year.

Ia other words, the Russian marine has been 
mereased for this enormous sum by 
only three ironclads, among which are 
two popowkas, all three being worth 
nothing; three half ironclads. which 
for some reason or other are called cruising 
frigates, twelve ships which can undertake 
ocean voyages, and four yachts intended for 
the transportation of passengers. The re- 
maining vessels are of small size: they can 
hardly sail on the Baltic, and are useful only 
for coast defense. During the same decade, 
from 1870 to 1880, England expended for the 
construction of ships of war 19,200,000 pounds 
sterling or 170,213,000 rubles, and received for 
these disbursements twenty-four ironclads of 
different sizes, three frigates, thirty corvets, 
fifty-two clippers, fifteen gunboats, six steam 
transports, and a large number of small coast- 
ers. According to these figures England ex- 
pended during the same time hardly two and 
a half times as much for the construction of 
ships as Russia, but received in return nearly 
six times the number of ships.

There seems-to be a disposition on the part 
of certain envious newspaper rivals of THe 
TRIBUNE and some dissatisfied politicians to 
charge this journal with excess of zeal and 
fidelity to Republican interests in the late 
campaign.

last until Congress shall furnish a new bond 
into which they may be refunded. 

The Treasury has atits disposal $104,000,- 
000 of bonds which it may issue for refund- 
ing purposes, and can issue them in 4 per 
cents or 44¢ per cents. The lower rate of 
interest would, of course, be preferred were 
it not that under the law 4 per cents are not 
redeemable short of 1907, while the 4½ per 
cents may be taken up in 1891. Both classes 
of bonds command a large premium, the dif- 
ference being in the length of time before the 
Government can call them in. Assuming 
that the 44¢ per cents have ten years to run, 
the aggregate interest on the $104,000,000 will 
be $46,800,000, while the same amount of 
4per cents, having twenty-six years to run, 
would call foran aggregate payment of in- 
terest of $108,160,000. For this reason, it is 
stated, it has been considered more advisable 
to issue the short-term 4½ per cents in pref- 
erence to the long-time 4 per cents. 

Either of these two torms of bonds can at 
this time be sold at 112, or other such 
premium as will practically reduce the rate 
of interest on them to 3310 per cent. 
With the sale of these bonds, and the use of 
$150,000,000 of the Sinking and Reserve 
Funds, and the bonds held over by the banks, 
$400,000,000 of the $670,000,000 bonds falling 
due will be taken care of, leaving to Con- 
gress, when it meets, a reduced sum of 
maturing debt to be provided for by a new 
funding act. é 

We think the decision as to the choice be- 
tween 44¢ and 4 per cent bonds would be 
proper enough if this issue of bonds were 
the only debt of the Government. There are 
now over $700,000,000 of 4 per cents out- 
standing; there are 8070, 000.000 5 and 6 per 
cents maturing this year, and there are $250,- 
000,000 of 4% per cents which mature in 1891. 
The amount of bonds maturing between this 
time and 1891 is in excess of $900,000,000, 
which certainly is as much as the country 
can reasonably hope to pay without adding 
any more to it, as now proposed. ‘The policy 
of taxing the present generation to excess 
under the frantic effort to pay the debt in a 
few years is extremely oppressive. The 
money taken from the people annually for 
this purpose would be of much greater profit 
to the country if left in the hands of the 
people. 

Extorting this money from the earnings of 
the people and applying it to the payment of 
debts bearing 4 per cent can hardly fail to be 
oppressive if not confiscating, when every 
dollar thus taken, if left in the hands of 
the producers, is worth to them in their busi- 
ness from 7 to 8 per cent a year. The em- 
ployment of money worth 8 per cent to pay 
the principal of a debt bearing 3 to 4 per 
cent is not the most rational policy. 


THE LESSON OF THE ELECTION. 

The Republican Campaign Committee, in 
response to what is believed to be the better 
feelings of the community, pitched the key- 
note of the campaign above ordinary political 
considerations, and took a stand on behalf of 
good order, decency, and morality. In the 
address of March 27 the Committee said: 


The moral health of the community is to be 
conserved or neglected through the enforcement 
or non-enforcement of the laws and ordinances 
enacted to that end by the officials to be chosen 
at the approaching election. We call the atten- 
tion of the people of Chicago R to the 
fact that Mayor Harrison frankly admits that he 
cannot enforce the ordinances against gambling, 
prostitution, and the public exhibition ef licen- 
tiousness. This admission was made openly in 
the Convention which placed him in nomination. 
It is notice to all the criminal classes, the 
gamblers and hangers-on about houses of pros- 
titution, the thieves, burgiars, and street-rob- 
bers, that they will not be disturbed. It is a bid 
for their votes. Than this open promise of im- 
munity from molestation nothing could be more 
infamous. 


In a later address, issued April 3,.the same 


have beside the active sympathy of thousands 
of patrons who are voters. The influence of 
the latter is very considerable. Supposing 
that 5,000 men frequent these establishments 
and kindred places of evil resort, it is prob- 
able that one-half of them, to their shame 
and sorrow be it said, call themselves Repub- 
licans, and in National elections vote the Re- 
publican ticket.

saloons and thief dives was still more widely 
felt. Each of them has a body of customers 
and retainers who do not wish to be inter- 
fered with. Homeless young men in this 
great city, who have fallen into evil ways, 
the friends and associates of harlots, or the 
companions in intrigues of persons claiming 
to be respectable, made common cause with 
the Democratic party on Tuesday. 

Moreover, the promise to reform these in- 
stitutions was tortured into a threat against 
the whole guild of saloonkeepers, without 
regard to nationality or location, or the ‘de- 
cency which they try to maintain in their 
places; and they exerted an influence for 
Harrison which was practically irresistible. 
It is an easy calculation to show the power 
which the saloonkeepers, when united in 
any local or municipal campaign, can 
put forth, There are 4,300 licensed 
saloons in the city. Many of them 
are run as attachments to cheap boarding- 
houses. Almost without exception every 
saloonkeep@f is a voter, and each one can 
control the vote of a ba:keeper, or grown 
sons, or a number of boarders, or at least of 
hangers-on. If each one should send six 
voters to the polis, which is a low estimate 
on the average, the total vote from this 
source alone would be 18,000, of which 5,000 
might be Republican Germans on ordinary 
occasions. 

We have recited these facts merely to show 
what tremendous influences any party must 
have to combat that shall attempt to inter- 
fere with the liquor-ipterest, back of which 
can always be found the brewing and dis- 
tilling interests; or even with the gam- 
bling and so-called “sporting” frater- 
nity. From the present point of view, 
the contest seems hopeless. There are 
not. enough decent men in Chicago 
interested in the putting down or even curb- 
ing that sort of thing to accomplish it. The 
attempt will not probably soon be again 
made by either party. It would be a sort of 
political suicide to repeat the effort, which 
was so signally unspccessful Tuesday under 
the most favorable circumstances. Vice 
breeds vice very rapidly. Immunity from 
police interference begets places of evil re- 
sort in a largecity faster than moral reproba- 
tion can overtake them. It is probable that 
none of the institutions complained of will be 
interfered with in the city henceforth, un- 
less some Mayor shall be elected without 
knowledge of his principles in this respect, 
and unexpectedly develop into a conservator 
of the public morals afterwards. We regret 
this state of affairs, but see no immediate 
way of amending it while the portion of the 
community that has the greatest interest at 
stake shall remain apathetic, indolent, and 
neglectful of their own welfare, as was the 


case on Tuesday.

A TALE OF THREE CITIES. 

A good many people in Chicago were more 
or less surprised yesterday at the result of 
the municipal election on the day before. We 
do not refer merely to the working politicians, 
who are almost always confident before elec- 
tion, or profess to be, and proportionately cut 
up when the election goes against them. In 
this case we include among the disappointed 
a large class of good citizens who did not 
build upon Clark’s election because he was 
running as the Republican candidate, and 
had not worked themselves into overconfi- 
dence by personal effort and excitement, but 
believed ina general way that the interests 
of good morals and public decency would 
prevail. When these people heard so much 
of an “Irish defection’ they did not esti- 
mate the chances that disgruntled Demo- 
crats, particularly of the Irish persuasion, 
are apt to return totheir party at the last 
moment. They did not analyze the probable 
tendency of the former Communistic vote— 
10,000 strong—in a municipal contest, when 
it should abandon its independent move- 
ment against both parties. They did 
not consider the widespread influence 
of the saloonkeepers, the gambling and sport- 
ing fraternity, and the swarms of city office 
holders. They merely recognized the de- 
praved condition of a portion of the com- 


munity, and the rapid growth of public im-. 


morality which had been made the point of 
attack by the Republican Campaign Com- 
mittee, and they were strong in the belief 
that, in an issue of law and decency against 
disorder and vice, the respectable part of the 
community is sure to prevail. The result 
proved that such a conclusion does not fol- 
low as u matter of course, 

Tnere is no rule for the shaping or the de- 
termination of a local political campaign. 
The result varies under similar conditions 
in different communities, and even in the 
same community at different times. The 
state of things in Cincinnati at the election 
held on Monday was very much the same as 
that in Chicago, which apparently governed 
the election of Tuesday. Jacob, the Repub- 
lican candidate, had been Mayor and was re- 
nominated because of a cestain personal 
popularity and his hold upon the free-and- 
easy classes. In this respect he oe- 
cupied a position almost identical with 
Harrison, except that the latter was a Dem- 
ocrat and the former a Republican candidate. 
Means, the Democratic candidate, was a 
business man, like Clark. The fight against 
the reélection of Jacob was made upon sim- 
ilar grounds to the fight against the reélec- 
tion of Harrison. Many Republicans and 
one of the leading Republican newspapers 
came out openly against Jacob, just as Har- 
rison had the opposition of a good many re- 
spectable Democrats, Yet the result in the 
two cities was totally different. The candi- 


him, and controlied the municipal and 
party machinery,—but he was defeated. 
There were some charges of abuses in the 
City Government, but not more than there 
had been in previous elections, and the op- 
position to Overstolz was not based to all ap- 
pearance upon such good grounds as the 
opposition to Harrison. How Ewing, the 
Republican candidate for Mayor in St. Louis, 
a Democratic city, came to obtain a majority 
of 5,000 over Overstolz, the Democratic can- 
didate, will probabiy be as difficult for the 
St. Louis wiseacres to explain as it is for 
political experts in Chicago to explain how 
Harrison, Democratic candidate in Chicago, 
a Republican city,came to have 8,000 ma- 
jority over Clark, the Republican candidate. 

The machine candidate in one city was 
elected and in the other defeated, and in 
both cases in opposition to the existing party 
majority. The contradiction seems to defy 
elucidation.

FRANCE AND TUNIS. 

The latest proposition in regard to Tunis is 
the establishment of a French protectorate, 
but maintaining the present Bey and leaving 
him with authority over his Mussulman sub- 
jects. In point of fact, the French are actu- 
ally at war with Tunis, as their troops are on 
the march from Algeria to the Tunisian 
frontier, and large reinforcements are on 
their way from France. The ostensible cause 
of these military movements grows out of 
the raids of certain mountain tribes called 
the Khoumins. They inhabit a narrow strip of 
country, about fifteen miles in width and 
running inland sixty miles, which is covered 
with dense forests. Owing to the almost 
impassable character of their region, they 
have never been completely subdued, and 
have alternately raided the Algerians and 
Tunisians. Ordinarily the French and the 
Tunisian troops have acted together in 
keeping these tribes down, but upon 
this occasion it is claimed that they 
crossed over into the Algerian territo- 
ry and committed serious depredations, 
urged thereto by the influence of the Italian 
Consul in Tunis, and supported by Italian 
newspapers, the alleged motive being tho 


| Italian jealousy of French prestige. The 


country has had a checkered career. In the 
fifth century it was taken by the Vandals, 
and a century later it passed into the hands 
of the Greeks, where it remained until the 
Mohammedans overran it in the seventh 
century. In the thirteenth century it 
achieved its independence, France made an 
attempt to take it in 1270, but failed. In the 
sixteenth century, it was made tributary 
to Spain, but shortly afterwards the Turks 
conquered it. The Moors, however, enforced 
‘the right of electing their own Bey, but were 
compelled to pay tribute to Turkey. Since 
that time, however, its history has not been 
particularly interesting, except for the severe 
punishment the Tunisians have received 
from the British, French, and Holland- 
ers for their acts of piracy. Of late 
years, the French influence has been 
predominant, and the present action 
of the French undoubtely has for its 
ultimate object the annexation of the 
territory. Geographically speaking, it is a 
part of Algeria, as a glance at the map will 
show, and its incorporation with the French 
possessions would round out that province 
into symmetrical shape. It would add a 
very substantial colony to the African pos- 
sessions of France, as it has an area of 45,000 
square miles (nearly the size of New York 
State), and a population of 2,000,000 people. 
Commercially considered, also, it would be 
very valuable, as it has a large trade in dates, 
olives, tobacco, cotton, indigo, drugs, and 
dyes. From its close proximity to Italy much 
of this trade is absorbed by the latter, which 
may account fur the latter’s jealousy of the 
French movements. It is only a question of 
time, however, how soon the entire North 
African coast, from Morocco to Egypt, will 
come into French hands. They have a firm 
footing there, and are even penetrating into 
the Sahara region with their railroads and 
contemplating vast schemes for the reclama- 
tion of portions of the desert. The sooner 
such a consummation is effected the better. 
With France in Northern Africa, England in 
Southern Africa, and France and England 
juintly administering Egypt, there will be 
nothing in the way of the material develop- 
ment of that wonderful country, which 
hitherto has been almost a sealed continent.

THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

The abstract of Mr. Gladstone’s bill fixing 
the tenure of landsin Ireland is not wholly 
clear in respect to some of its provisions. 
The bill is very comprehensive, and makes 
most liberal regulations for the protection of 
the occupants of the soil. In the first place, 
the statutory term of all leases is fixed at fif- 
teen years, during which the tenant has a 
property in the lease and in the improve- 
ments he may make. This property, or right 
of property, the tenant may sell at any time, 
but he must first offer it to the landlord. The 
latter failing to purchase, then it may be sold 
to any other person. Ik the landlord have 
any objections he may prohibit the sale, but 
the reasonableness of the objections must be 
determined by a Land Court, which this bill 
establishes. The question what is a fair 
rent may be determined by this Court. 
When the Court has fixed the rent, there can 
be no disturbance for fifteem years. By 
agreement, a tenancy may be fora longer 
term than fifteen years, if the Court approve, 
and the Court shall also enforce the agree- 
ment. When present tenancies are con- 
verted into fixed tenancies, the rent 
shall be feralued at intervals of fif- 
teen yéats. Owners of entailed estates 
may, in the matter of leasing, act 
as if they were the actual owners of the 
property. When the landlord proposes to 
raise.the rent, the tenant may sell and de- 
mand as part of the value from the land- 
lord a sum equal to ten times the proposed 
increase capitalized. When tenants devise 
their interest in the land to children or 
others, only one of the devisees shall become

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This bill will strike the average reader as 
one which the Irish people and the Land 
League cannot afford to reject in the hope of 
getting something more. It strips the land 
system of Ireland of all its monstrous in- 
justice, despotism, and cruelty, The fixity 
of tenure alone is an immense concession. It 
will so improve the condition of the people of 
Ireland that they will become self-sustaining 
and as prosperous as mere tillers of the soil 
can be. With the prosperity of the land occu- 
pants there may come in time the promotion 
of other industries, including various 
branches of manufactures, giving diversified 
employment to the labor of the people.

Tue Augusta correspondent of the New 
York Times intimates that the State cam- 
paign in Georgia has already commenced, 
though the election does not occur until Oe- 
tober, 1882. What gives extraordinary in- 
terest to this campaign is the circumstance 
that the General Assembly to be elected at 
that time will elect a suecessor to Ben Hill in 
the United States Senate, and that Gov. Col- 
quitt’s term of office expires at the same 
time. It is now understood that he will be 
the candidate for the Senate, and will make 
a determined fight to get it as the represent- 
ative of the material interests of Georgia 
rather than as a purely partisan candidate. 
He was originally elected to his present 
position over Herschel V. Johnson, an an- 
cient Bourbon, and Thomas Hardeman, 
Cnairman of the State Central Committee, a 
Southern Stalwart.

THE IRISH LAND BILL. 

Loxpox, April 6.—It is expected that Glad- 
stone’s speech introducing the Land bill in 
the House of Commons to-morrow will oc- 
cupy three hours. It is anticipated that the 
bili will provide, under the head “Sale of 
Tenures,” that every tenancy shall first be 
offered to the landlord, and the landlord may 
prohibit the sale of the tenancy where rea- 
sonable grounds exist. The question, * What 
are reasonable grounds?“ may be referred 
to a Land Court. 

Wicre the landlord proposes to raise the 
rent the purchasing tenant of the land may 
resell, and shall be entitled to demand from 
the landlord capitalization equal to ten times 


the annual increase deinanded. 


THE SALE OF TENANCY 
bars the claim to compensation tor dist@rb- 


' gnee or improvements, and a receipt for such 


compensation bars the right of sale. 

Where a tenant devises the interest to his 
children or to other persons, only one of the 
devisees shall occupy the tenancy, the object 
being to prevent subdivision contrary to the 
wishes of landlords. 

When a tenant accepts the increased rent 
proposed by his landlord, such tenant 
MAY NOT BE DISTURBED FOR FIFTEEN 

YEARS, 

during which period there shall be no evic- 
tion or mpulsory increase of rent, except 
as a consequence of a breach of certain stat- 
utory conditions; but if he declines the pro- 
posed increase and quits, he shall, if he sells 
his holdings, be entitled to receive from his 
landiord ten times the amount demanded as 
increase. 

The statutory conditions which bind the 
tenant as above are for punctual payment of 
rent, guarantee against waste, submission to 
ordinary rights of inspection, shooting, etc., 


and prohibition to sublet or divide without | 


written permission of the landlord, 

The limitation in the Land act of 1870 of 
compensation for disturbance to £250 will be 
replaced by 

A SLIDING SCALE. 
Where rent is under £30 compensation will 
be seven years’ rent;where rent is under £50, 
not exceeding five years’ rent; where rent is 
£100 and upwards, not exceeding three years’ 
rent. , 

The act of 1870 will be further amended to 
fully protect tenants’ rights and for compen- 
sation for improvement where the tenant 
surrenders to a new tenant, at the landlord's 
wish, or takes a different holding. 

The act of 1870, relating to compensation 
for improvements, on eviction by title para- 
mount, is affirmed. 

WHAT IS FAIR RENT 
may be decided by the Court, on application 
of the landiord and tenant, from time to time 
during the continuance of the tenancy, but 
the Court's decision shall have no retrospect- 
ive action. When the Court has fixed the 
rent, there is to be no disturbance for fifteen 
years. ‘This period of fifteen years’ security 
for tenant occurs frequently in the bill, and 
is constituted the statutory term which must 
expire before a new term can begin or new 


- proceedings be had. 


The Civil Bill Court of the county is in- 
vested with equitable jurisdiction to meet 
cases where the landlord and tenant act un- 
reasonably toward one another. It may 
punish the tenant by ordering him to pay 
costs for refusing to accept the terms the 
Court thinks reasonable. It may enable the 
landlord to resume the holding by ordering 
the tenant to sell his interest. 

Where landlord and tenantagree for longer 
tenancy than the statutory fifieen years, the 
Court will indorse the agreement and protect 
it as if it were for the statutory term. 

Where the present tenancy are converted 
into fixed tenancy rent shall be subject to 
revaluation by the Court at intervals of not 
less than fifteen years, and tenants shall not 
be evicted except upon breaches of the statu- 
tory conditions. 

The owner of an entailed estate may exer- 
tise rights as though he were the absolute 
Owner, except that he may not give fixed 
tenancy without the sanction of the Court. 

Appeals will be from Civil Bills Court to 
the Assizes, and in special cases to the Su- 
Perior Courts. In Dublin parties may arbi- 

on agreement. 
The machinery of the Land Courts will 
ehiefly lie in the hands of a commission. 

A second bill, amendatory of the act of 
1870, relates to the purchasing powers under 
the Bright clauses.

ADMIRAL MAXSE TO VICTOR HUGO. 
Victor Hugo having requested Admiral 
Maxse to give written views on the present 
situation in Ireland and the cause of the dis- 
tress, for use as a basis of the manifesto 
promised to Parnell, the Admiral has com- 
plied with the poet’s request, and now prints 
his statement in the form of a brief pam- 
phlet. The Admiral recognizes and supports 
the honest and sagacious efforts of Glad- 
stone’s Cabinet to deal with the Irish land 
xrlevances. He condemns the conduct or 
Parnell and his colleagues, and declares 
that they know perfectly well that 
if the present Cabinet resigned the 
only alternative would bé a reactionary 
Conservative Cabinet, whose watchword has 
always been Protestant domination in 
Ireland by means of Tory landlords and Tory 
Churches. He considers that agrarian re- 
form is not so much the object of the Parnell! 
party as the separation of Ireland from En- 
lish domination, a policy which would lead 
toa sanguinary civil war. Although England 
will not consent to dismemberment, he be- 
lieves that if good land Jaws and self-govern- 
ment are conceded to Ireland the foundation 
will be iaid for a friendly union between the 
two countries. In conclusion, he urges 
Victor Hugo “to preserve a generous silence 
at atime when England is striving to solve a 
great difficulty and undo some of the wrong 
committed by generations now asleep.”

THE GREEK QUESTION. 
PROGRESS TOWARD A SETTLEMENT. 

Lonpon, April 6.—A dispatch from Paris 
says: Havas Agency issues apparently a 
semi-official letter, stating that, Austria hav- 
ing taken the initiative of drafting a propo- 
sal to Turkey and Greece, all the Powers ac- 
cepted it, and it was to be presented at Athens 
on the Sthinst. Three of its stipulations— 
namely: That Greece shall acquire Fort 
Puenta; that the fortification of Prevasa be 
razed; and that the navigation of the Bay of 
Arta be free do not form part of the Porte’s 
offer, and the decision of the Powers must, 
therefore, be communicated to the Porte. 

The note is so decided, and dwells so clear- 
ly on the impossibility of further concessions, 
that it plainly shows Greece the futility of 
objecting to it. 

THE PRESENT GREEK MINISTRY 
will probably resign, and Delyannis, for- 
merly Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Greek 
Plenipotentiary at the Berlin Congress, will 
form a new Ministry. Delyannis will be 
more disposed te conciliation, which would 
be impossible for Premier Coumoundouros 
or Tricoupis.

Scarcely a house is left 
standing. Homeless people are wandering, 
seeking food and shelter. Hundreds of 
corpses have already been found of people 
caught and crushed by falling buildings. 
Many villages on the mainland were also se- 
riously shaken.

Scio, April 6.—Occasional shocks of earth- 
quake are still felt. All the open spaces in 
the town are filled with the wounded, many 
of whom are in a hopeless condition.

Unrecognized and Remarkable Qual- 
ities in Charcoal. 
Scientific American. 

Among the numerous and varied properties 
possessed by charcoal there is one—one, too, of 
the most wonderful—which does not seem to be 
— — recognized, probably from its being 
imperfectly known except to physicists. It is 
that of being able to condense and store away 
in its pores many times its own bulk of certain 
gaseous bodies, which it retains, thus compressed 
in an otherwise unaltered condition, and from 
which they can be withdrawn, as required, as 
from a reservoir. ° 

That eminent scientist, M. Saussure, under- 
took the task of a systematic examination of 
this subject, witb a result which will prove sur- 
prising to the general reader. Operati with 
blocks ot fine boxwood charcoal, freshly burnt, 
he found that by simply placing such biocks in 
contact with certain gases they absorbed them 
in the following proportion:

t is this enormous absorptive power that 

renders of so much value a comparatively slight 
-sprinkiing of charcoal over dead animal! matter 
as a preventive of the escape of the odors 
arising from decomposition. A dead dog baving 
been placed in a box in the warm laboratory ot 
an eminent chemist, and covered with charcoal 
to the depth of between two and three inches, 
could not be discovered to have emitted any 
smell during several months, after which time 
an examination showed that nothing of the ani- 
mul remained but the bones and a small portion 
of the skin. To the large excess of oxygen over 
the nitrogenin the atmosphere, which, accord- 
ing to the above table, was absurbed by the cbhar- 
coal, and which thus rendered harmless the 
noxious vapors given off by the carcass as they 
were being absorbed, is doubtiess owing to the 
fact above stated, and the further fact of the 
charcoal never becoming saturated. 

A reader of the Scientific American Kho bas 
been trying certain experiments on the value of 
charcoal as a convenient means of storing oxy- 
gen, reports favorably as to the results,. Ina 
box, or case, containing one cubic foot of char- 
coalmay de stored, without mechanical com- 
pression, a little over nine cubic feet of oxygen, 
representing a mechanical pressure of 126 pounds 
onthe square inch. From the store thus pre- 
served the oxygen can be drawn by a small hand- 
pump. 

From the fact of the charcoal absorbing oxy- 
gen in so much greater proportion than nitro- 
gen, we have here a means of utilizing its dis- 
criminative powers of selectionin obtaining un- 
limited supplies of oxygen from the atmosphere, 
which contains nitrogen tive times in excess of 
Its oxygen, or per cent; whereas by the sepa- 
rating or sciective powers of the charcoal the 
mixed gases capable of being extracted from it 
contain over 60 per cent of oxygen. It only 
suffices to withdraw this now highly oxyqenised 
air into another vessel of charcoal, by the 
further ex posure to which the proportion of ox- 
yeen will be increased toa still greater extent. 
This indicates a most feasible means by which 
atmospheric air can be decomposed in such a 
way as4o provide a cheap supply of oxygen. 

One cannot readily recognize the fact, whichis 
nevertheless true, that the condensing power of 
charcoal as applied to ammonia is equal to what 
would be obtained by subjecting this gusto a

Glucose in Beer—A Bill to Provide that 
Such Beer Shall Be Piainly Desig- 
nated. 

New Yor«, April 4.—Assemblyman Charles 
E. Brehm, from the Tenth District of this city, 
bas introduced a bill to discourage the use of 
giucose as a substitute for malt in ale and beer. 
It is now before the Committee on Internal At- 
fairs, who will give its frieuds and opponents a 
hearing this week, probably Thursday, although 
a bearing was set down for to-morrow. 

The bill provides that any brewer who shall, in 
whole or part, substitute giucose or grape-sugar 
in place of malt in making ale or beer after Jul 
1 next. shall, before selling it or removing it 
from bis brewery, cause each cask, keg, or bot- 
tle to be marked or labeled distinctly with the 
word glucose, or the w “ grape-sugar,”’ or 
both, in plain, black Roman capitals, not less 
than one-half of an inch in length. A failure to 
do this is made a misdemeanor. It is also made 
a misdemeanor for any Other person to sell ale 
or beer so adulterated, either wholesale or by 
the giass or measure, without first advising the

Without 
this, disaster instead of success would 
come. A larger heartiness in the acceptance 
of the different kinds of organized usefulness 
aes wanted. The minor agencies of the 

1urch work should receive more attention, 
so that each Christian shoul ome a pro- 
pagandist. Hence the necessity for fraterni- 
ties and sisterhoods. He would not say 
how far they should be carried, but 
they would be found a very useful 
aid to the Church. They also had to gather 
up the interest which belonged to their an- 
cient heritage in the Catholic name, the 

Catholic doctrine, and the Catholic use. 

They had to stand out boldly as a Catholic 

Church, and stand up for all that the Church 

BELIEVED AND PRACTICED 

before the great schism. if they did not do 

this they could only have the contempt of 

outside Christians, which would stand in the 
way of the restoration of the primitive faith 
and worship. 

All this should be done without hurry, 
hence they had occasion not only for the co- 
operation of the young and enthusiastic, but 
also for the old and prudent, who would 
stay any tendency to unwise precipitation. 
Still the Church could not allow herself to 
be overweighted by the too conservative ele- 
ment. ‘They had to train themselves to be 
liberal in the matter of doctrinal philosophy 
and Ritualistic practice. They should be 
able to practice whatever in 
Ritualism was not in direct ‘opposi- 
tion to the Prayer-Book. They should 
not allow themselves to be influenced by the 
cries of anti-Romanists, for if they attended 
to such objectuons their work would be seri- 
ously retarded. The refined and cultivated 
nature could not be captivated except by a 
refined and cultivated ritual. The Low 
Church forms were satisfactory to people of 
narrow and uncultured minds, but the soul 
‘of the refined and educated required some- 
thing more beautiful to thrill it, 

The American Chureh possesseed advan- 
tages which belonged to no other Catholic 
Church. The Greek Church belonged to a 
race which was in its decline, aud was not 
associated with the most vigorous civiliza- 
tion of the age. She was permeated by a 
fossilized conservatism. The Russo-Greek 
Chureh had a larger following, were the 
Slavonic race, whose religion it was, like a 
crude and uncivilized people, and its priest- 
hood were lacking in learning, light, and in- 
tellectual power. Besides, this Church was 
wedded to Imperialism, and such union of 
Church and State was not compatible with a 
full advance of the former. 

The Roman Catholic Church had a grand 
history. It was connected with the grandest 
administrative nation in the world, to whose 
ancient Imperial grasp it had seemed to have 
fallen heir. Its priesthood were intellectual 
and cultured, and yet it was surrounded 
with such difficulties that it was hard to be- 
lieve she was the Churcn of the future. She 
had added dogma upon dogma to the origi- 
nal faith; had increased her ritual to an in- 
ordinate extent; and had the presence of 
an Imperial spiritualism which it was hard 
to reconcile with the Gospel of Jesus Christ. 
All of these were causes to prevent the Ro- 
man Catholic Chureh from becoming the 
great Church of the world. Whether that 
venerable Church had the power to remove 
these excrescences was a matter of doubt; 
at any rate, it could not be accomplished 
until after a long period of anarchy and re- 
construction. 


than was to be found elsewhere on the other 
side of the ocean. She was abreast with 
everything good in modern civilization. She 
satin the midst of one of the greatest and 
strongest of nations, whose vast colonial and 
commercial system greatly increased her 
power. Still there were great difficulties in 
the way of her being the typical Church. 
There was there a 
VAST BODY OF FORMALISM 

and apathy which had come in with the Han- 
overian dynasty, and which repeated efforts 
had failed to remove: A system of patron- 
age, the intrusion of the secular Government; 
the war going on within herself, in which 
Bishop was arrayed against Bishop, and 
priests were imprisoned on account of their 
alleged breaches of ecclesiastical law. The 
connection between the Church of England 
and the State was a great evil, and even if 
the State props were removed it was doubt- 
ful whether the people would come sponta- 
neously to her support. 

These were evils which did not weigh down 
the American Catholic Church. It stood 
forth in the midst of the same vigorous race 
which made England the raler of the ocean; 
it had all the administrative power of the 
Anglican Church: it had a young and vigor- 
ous membership; it was free from anything 
bind or exacting in the form of cere- 
monial; it was her province to possess that 
freedom necessary to become the typical 
Church of the future, and this she would be- 
come if she went forward in the path God 
had chosen for her.. She would reach 
the common ground necessary tor the re- 
union of all Catholic Christendom. ‘This 
ground would be found by antedating the 
great schism. ‘There she could invite the 
other churches to come, in doing which they 
would be 8 no more than the Amer- 
ican Church was doing. This was the only 
possible order of reunion, and there was no 
doubt that the different churches were al- 
ready tending in this direction. The ne- 
cessity of an established authority in the 
interpretation of Scripture was being more 
and more fully acknowledged. 

The great work was in the hand of God. 
The hope was in His Church, Let her hold 
it and go on, not with an aim to eventually 
swallow up the other churches, but to take 
her position on the ground which the Church 
occupied previous to the Reformation, and to 
extend them the invitation to join her there

The Anglican Church had a purer faith 


Get an Advance in 


Car Drivers and Conductors Will 
Strike This Morning. 


The Men Rehearse Their Grievances at a 
Meeting Last Evening. 


The car drivers and conductors, to the 
number of perhaps 300 or more, met last 
night at 9 o’tlock in Seamen's Hall, 99 West 
Randolph street. and it was determined to 
strike this morning for an increase of 20 per 
cent in wages. The origin of the trouble 
which has caused this strike ts in part due to 
the recent blockaded streets, and to the ad- 
vance in provisions and house-rents. While 
the streets were blockaded the drivers and 
conductors lost from two to three, and 
as high as four, trips a day. Some 
of the officials of the Company prom- 
ised that the men should be paid for 
their lost time, but when pay-day came they 
were only paid for the trips actually made. 
The men felt sore at this. The following is 
the scale of wages, those running night cars 
getting highest rates: They make five trips 
at night, for which the drivers gets 35 cents 
a trip and conductors 37 cents, making for 
drivers $1.75 and conductors 81.84 In addi- 
tion to this they make one trip in the after- 
noon, for which the driver gets 20 cents and 
conductor 21, making for the night conduet- 
ors $2.06 and driver 81. a day. On Ran- 
dolph street the men make ten trips in four- 
teen hours, for which they get $1.70, $1.80, 
and $1.90, On Madison street they make eight 
trips, for which the driver earns $1.68 and 
conductor $1.84 a day it they make all the 
trips. The average wages on Madison street 
are $1.60 to $1.68 a day, providing the men 
make eight trips clear to California avenue. 
On Milwaukee avenue the men make from 
81.68, $1.82, to S1. A a day. These wages in- 
clude full trips. Upon this rate an increase 
is asked of 20 per cent, The men average 
thirteen hours fora day’s work, and from 
their statement last evening it would seem 
as though they had real cause for complaint. 
They work in rain, sun, and snow, and on 
Sundays. Their time for recreation is ver 
limited, and they think that they are entitle 
2 consideration than they have had of 


THE ACTION OF LAST NIGHT 

was precipitated by the discharge of a large 
number of conductors and drivers yesterday, 
who were taken fronrthe midst of their work 
and given no chance to explain. This 
seemed to have exasperated the men, as it 
appeared that those who had been prominent 
in these gatherings were the ones upon whose 
necks dropped the guillotine. They claimed 
that men had never before been so abruptly 
discharged. ‘They had generally been given 
a little time for explanation and the charges 
made against them explained to them. 

The meeting last night was not called to 
order until after 9 o’clock, when Mr. Sher- 
burne, the starter of the West Division line, 
at State street, came into the hall. He said 
that he had understood that it had been 
stated that Superintendent Lake was not 
sick. He desired to say on Mr. Lake's be- 
half, that he was sick and not able to get out 
of the house. The day before he;had been out 
a short time at the car-shops, but had 
been compelled to return to his 
house again. Ile was just able to sit up and 
that was all. He had been deputized by Mr. 
Lake to see the leaders and to tell them that 
as soon as he was able to get before the 
Board of Directors he would advocate the 
advance of 20 per cent in their wages. The 
President or Superintendent could do noth- 
ing in the premises, and only ones who 
could grant their request was the Board of 
Directors. 

Mr. White, a Ciecharged conductor, asked: 
“Did you see Mr. Lake? Is he very ill? 
Will he be able to tell me why I was dis- 
charged? He could not have been too sick 
to order that. 
ur. Sherburne said that Mr. Lake was not 
operating this department just now. 

Mr. White said that lie had been laid off 
that day. He spoke to. Mr. Swinerton, and 
he said that he hadn’t sent for the speaker, 
but that orders had come to him from head- 
quarters to discharge him. The speaker had 
not advocated a strike. He had been em- 
ployed by the Company a long time, and he 
had been in the einploy of one corporation 
thirteen years. He thought it was hard and 
cruei to thus strike down aman. He had a 
wife and nine children—eleven to support in 
his family, from the babe at the breast toa 
child. of 13. Not one of these earned their 
own living. His wages had been a pittance

One of the men asked him if he could state 
any time when they would know whether 
their wages would be fncreased or not.

A Halsted street conductor said that the 
boys on that line were very sore. Men had 
been put off that day without being told what 
they were discharged for. 

There was quite a discussion, which 
amounted to nothing. and Mr. Sherburne was

A Chairman was then appointed, and he 
said that they had assembled together to 
come to a conclusion whether they would 
strike or not. The success of their move- 
ment depended upon the action they would 
there take. They should decide then and 
there what they would do. 

A driver on the Indiana street line said 
that he saw but one course to pursue, They 
had received no definit answer. They had 
met with only a rebuke and nothing more. 
At 4:30 that afternoon Mr. Lake had sent 
word to the barns that the men had his sym- 
pathy, but not for them to be rash but to 
stick to their work. He moved that they 
proceed to act at once; that they decide to 
strike thie morning; that each and every 
driver and @onductor be present at the call 
for the first car, and that they then and there 
drop their hooks, and that all cars be left in 
the shop until the raise in wages of 20 per 
cent is acceded to. 

An amendment was made and accepted 
that those who were discharged yesterday 
shall also be put back 

IN THEIR FORMER PLACES. 

A number of speeches were made pro and 
con. The men said that they had Sym- 
pathies of the public. They were overworked 
and poorly paid, and the Company had dilly- 
dallied with them in this matter until they 
were tired. They had been promised by Mr. 
Sherburne that they would be paid for the 
lost trips, but the promise had gone by un- 
fulfilled. Their families, in the meantim 
were just as hungry and their house-rent an 
fuel cost just as great. All that they asked 
was fair treatment and no misrepresentation. 
They were all hard-working, law-abiding, 
and peaceful citizens, and though poor they 
might be, they still had the right to keep 
their families and friends from the verge of 
starvation. In other avocations the hours 
which constituted a day’s work were ten, 
while conductor’s and drivers put in from 
thirteen to fourteen hours a day. It was 
shown that there were 616 drivers and con- 
ductors employed by the West Division Com- 
pany, and it was determined by a full rising 
vote not to take a car out ot the barn this 
morning.

WESTERN TRUNK LINES ASSOCIA- 
TION. 

The announcement made exclusively in 
yesterday’s Trisune that the Western 
Trunk Lines Association had offered the po- 
sition of Commissioner to Mr. James Charl- 
ton, General Passenger and Ticket Agent of 
the Chicago & Alton Railroad, ana that this 
gentleman had signified his intention to ac- 
cept on certain conditions, caused much sur- 
prise in railroad circles. No one thought 
that Mr. Chariton would think of leaving the 
Alton for one moment, nor that the Alton 
would let him go. Great efforts had been 
made to keep the action in regard to this 
matter from the public, and the report- 
ers were made to believe that the position 
had been tendered or was to be tendered to 
others than Mr. Charlton. Even yesterday 
morning they tried to convince Tut TRIBUNE 
reporter that he had been misinformed in re- 
gard to Mr. Chariton. It was no go, how- 
ever, for the information came from a most 
reliable source, and it was finally admitted 
that Tun TRIBUNE had once more published 
a piece of news that was to have been kept 
secret untilall the arrangements had been 
perfected. It was stated yesterday that one 
of the conditions upon which Mr. Charlton 
will accept, is that the position will be guar- 
anteed him for three years, and THe Trib- 
UNE can now state the other condition, which 
is, that his salary should be 8600 a month. 

It is generally admitted that this salary is 
not too high for a man of Mr. Charlton’s 
abili@. If anyone can make the Western 
Trunk Lines Association a success it is Mr. 
Chariton, and if it is made a success the 
roads can well afford to pay him a large sal- 
ary, as it will save them large amounts on 
the emigrant business. Besides, it could not 
be expected that Mr. Charlton should give up 
his present permanent and ear posi- 
tion unless he could better himself finan- 
cially. The object of the roads in trying to 
get so strong a man as Mr. Chariton for this 
position is not ony because the Western 
lines mean to make the Emigrant As- 
sociation a success, but because it is 
their intention to form finally pools not only 
on the emigrant business, but also on the 
regular passenger business, and place Mr. 
Chariton at the head of all. The members 
of the Association met again yesterday 
morning to further consider this matter, but 
it was deemed best to consult the General 
Managers of the various roads before con- 
cluding the arrangement with Mr. Charlton, 
and consequently it was decided to adjourn 
until May 13. 

From what can be learned, the —2 2 
ot the various Western roads all favor Mr. 
Charlton's appointment, and, unless the Al- 
ton managers succeed in persuading him to 
change his mind and remain with them 
there is but little doubt he wil be elected 
Commissioner of the Western Trunk Lines 
Association. 


DENVER & RIO GRANDE. 

The Denver & Rio Grande has been doing 
big work in extending its lines through the 
mountains during the past year. From 
March 1, 1880, to March 31, 1881, the follow- 
ing amount of work has been done: On the 
Leadville extension, 103 miles; from Lead- 
ville to Robinson Camp, sixteen and a half 
miles; to Malta, near Tennessee Pass, ten 
miles; South Arkansas to Maysville, twelve 
miles; Ponca Springs to Ponca Sawmill, 
five miles: from Cafion City toward Silver 
Cliff, twelve miles; from Alamosa towards 
Silverton, 107 miles; from Antonito to Es- 
panola, ninety-three miles; to stone-quarries 
and coal-mines, four miles. Total, 36744 
miles. The contractors are at present en- 
gaged in grading on the following lines: 
From Chama to Silverton, forty-five mile; 
Cafion City to Silver Cliff, thirty-two 
miles; Ponea Sawmill to Gunnison 
City, sixty-five miles. The contractors, as 
soon as spring opens, will begin grading on 
several other lines. Workmen are now en- 
gaged in laying track on the Silver Cliff ex- 
tensign. It is the intention of the officials of 
the Denver & Rio Grande to lay 500 miles of 
road during 1881, if they can procure a sul- 
ficient amount of labor. Should 10,000 la- 
borers apply for work, the officials say they 
could give them employment at once, which 
would certainly last one year, and the proba- 
bilities are that continuous employment 
could be received for two years at least.

The Buffalo Times says: It now seems to 
be a settled fact that Jay Gould will get his 
roads into Buffalo. It was thought at first, 
and with reason, that the New York, Lack- 
awanna & Wesiern talk was only a scare to~ 
press down Erie stock toa point where he 
could buy a controlling interest. Butit did 
not succeed in depressing Erie materially, 
and now it is undoubtedly the best thing for 
him to build, and work is going rapidly on 
along the eastern end. A number of ex- 
pensive bridges have been built along the 
Chemung Valley, and we will see the Lack- 
awanna cars in Buffalo before we are aware 
of it. Severalofhis men are in the city, 
nosing around to secure terminal facilities, 
but they are too close-mouthed for our re- 
porter to get much out of them. They will 
keep supremely quiet until their object is at- 
te and then they will let their light 
shine. 

_Nothing much has been done with the New 
York, St. Louis & Chicago Road. It is 
rumored that Gould is trying to get control 
of the Canada Southern, and if he does not 
he will not have much use for the new road. 
liowever a road can be built cheaper now 
than formerly, and as Gould has the un- 
limited confidence of the moneyed interest 
of our country, he would need but a few 
hundred thousand dollars cash capital to 
build and equip the road. The country 
through which it would run is very level, 
and a road parallel with the Lake Snore to 
Toledo would ay anyway. In case he 
finally lets the Canada Southern alone and 
builds the new road he will take a number 
of the best officials away from rival roads. 

Until now the Central and Erie have been 
the only roads standing on their own feet in 
Buffalo, and when Gould gets in it will 
revolutionize things. He will show us some 
lobbying in Albany which will lap over any- 
thing yet done too. 


NOT NOMINATED IN THE BOND.

Attorney W. H. Stivers, of this city, was 
said to have been enga to contest the 
bond, and upon being interviewed said that 
he knew as little as any one of what was 
nominated in the instrument, or the pro- 
visions thereof, as it was safely lodged in the 
capacious pockets of the Milwaukee, was 
not accessible, and no copy of it had been 
drawn.

Please to take notice that at a meeting of 
the executive officers of the trunk lines to 
the West from the ports of Montreal, Quebec, 
Halifax, Portland, Boston, New York, Phil- 
adeiphia, and Baltimore, held in New York, 
it was resolved that from April 1, 1881, a uni- 
form rate of commission on emigrant tickets 
from American and Canadian ports be paid 
steamship lines or beoking agents, such 
commission not to exceed 10 per cent of the 
agreed rail-rates up to the Ohio River on the 
south, the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers on 
the west, and St. Paul or the lakes in the 
north: and to be indicated by agteed private 
marks on the published emigrant tariffs.” 


The Wabash Road has madea rearrange- 
ment of its terminal stations in certain parts 
of Illinois and Indiana. Heretofore they 
have been arranged as follows: Toledo to 
Fort Wayne, 94 miles; Fort Wayne to La- 
tayette, 108 miles: Lafayette to Danville, 48 
miles; Danville to Springfield, 48 miles. To 
equalize the distances, Col. Andrews, who 
is in charge of the work, has made arrange- 
ments to build at Antioch, 125 miles from 
Toledo, and at Tildon, 125 miles from Anti- 
och, round-houses and other structures to 
cost $150,000, This equalization of runs will 
save considerable money to the Company. 
Some new shops are also to be erected at 
Springfield, III. There is to bea blacksmith 
shop, to cost $15,000, and $30,000 worth of 
new machinery will be added in the shops 
there. It is said that the number of hands 
employed will be increased 50 per cent.

The laws extending the homestead privi- 
lege, embraced in Sees. 2,289 to 2.312 of the 
Revised Statutes, give to every citizen, and 
to those who have declared their intention 
to become citizens, the right to a home- 


stead on surveyed lands. This right 
was limited by Sec. 2,289, as the maxi- 
mum quantity. to 160 acres of the 


class of ordinary public lands held by law at 
$1.25 per acre when disposed of to cash-pur- 
chasers, or eighty acres of the class of lands 
embraced in the alternate sections, along the 
lines of railroads or other works of internal 
improvement, reserved to the United States, 
and the price thereof increased to $2.50 per 
acre. By act of Congress of March 3, 1879, it 
was provided that the even sections along 
any land-grant railroad-should be open to 
settlers under the Homestead law to the ex- 
tent of 160 acres to each settler,—thus doing 
away, in this class of entries, with the dis- 
tinction between ordinary minimum and 
double minimum lands, so far as the double 
minimum lands may be found in even sec- 
tions within the limits of land-grantsa. These 
provisions did not extend to any double 
minimum lands in odd-numbered sections. 
To obtaina homestead the applicant must 
make an affidavit before the Register or Re- 
ceiver of the United States Land Office that 
he is over the age of 21 years, or the head of 
a family; that he is a citizen of the United 
States; and that the entry is made for his 
exclusive benefit, and for actual settlement 
and cultivation; and he must pay the neces- 
sary fees and commissions, 

Sees. 2,304 and 2,305, Revised Statutes, pro- 
vide that every soldier and officer in the

MADISON STREET IMPROVEMENT. 

The West Park Board met yesterday, Messrs.

WHAT HE HAS TO SAY ABOUT “ LONG” JONES. 

Congressman C. B. Farwell arrived home 
election-day from Washington. A reporter of 
Tue TRIBUNE found him yesterday afternoon in 
bis office, and during a brief conversation solicit- 
ed his views on some of the suvojects of general 
interest with which the publicis supposed to 
concern itself. Relative to the result of the 
election Mr. Farwell said only that the general 
epathy and indifference of Republicans was to 
be blamed.

“ Well, I'll tell you my view of the matter, and 
I think it is a general view. I believe that the 
President was wrong in his method, al- 
though Robertson's appointment was ail right. 
The President ought atleast to have consuited 
the Vice-President and Senator Conkling, for if 
the credit of carrying the State belongs to any 
two men it belongs to them.

THE TELEPHONE. 


Close of the Sessions of the National 
Association~—Electrical Problems. 

The National Telephone Exchange Associa- 
tion resumed its sessions in the Appellate Court- 
room yesterday morning, President Phillips in 
the chair. There was a good attendance, but 
the Association was rather late in getting to 
work. ‘The anticipated order of proceedings for 
the morning was passed temporarily, and on 
motion of Mr. Speed an assessment of $5 on each 
member was ordered to defray the incidental 
expenses of the Convention. It was decided 
that the next meeting of the Association should 
be held in New York in September. 

The first paper of the day was that on 

** AUXILIARY SYSTEMS,” 

presented by Mr. Haskins. The gentleman gave 
a descripuon of the various messenger, fire, and 
police alarm systems iu use. He said tnat the 
system of special calls could be further extend- 
ed, and that it had been a great success, as every 
citizen of Chicago using the system would prob- 
ably agree. 

A geutleman from Connecticut said that they 
ad a system of regulating time all over the 
State. In Buffaloit appeared that theatre dia- 
grams were kept in the Central Telephone ollice 
and orders for seats filled, the tickets being de- 
livered by messenger. 

Representatives from a large number of cities 
gave their experience with the telephone as ap- 
plied to fire alarm purposes. 

Mr. Eckert said that about 70 per cent of the 
day alarms in Cincinnati came in over the tele- 
phone wires. Police alarms were also transmitted 
in the same manner. The Telephone Company 
bad secured the codperation of the Police and 
and Fire Depurtments, and bad found the sys- 
tem to be mutually advantageous. Telephone 
companies required rights of way, and could 
not afford to antagonize either the Fire Depart- 
ment, the insurance agents, or the citizens.

INDIANA.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., April 6.—Contrary to 
expectation, the Senate Judiciary Committee 
this morning reported favorably upon the 
bill for a constitutional amendment prohibit- 
ing the manufacture or sale of liquors in the 
State, making the bill a special order for to- 
morrow morning. 

The Committee also reported in favor of a 
constitutional amendment limiting a regular 
session of the General Assembly to 100 days 
and the special session to thirty days. 

The Committee also reported in favor of a 
constitutional amendment that the Supreme, 
Court shall consist of not ‘less than five nor 
more than nine Judges, who shall hold 
their offices for six years. 

Bills were passed concerning the settle- 
ment of decedents’ estates; authorizing own- 
ers of real-estate to petition for improve- 
ments of streets and highways, and to obtain 
riglit of way for such; establishing a Superior 
Court in Vigo County; and the Evansville 
bridge bill. 

The House passed bills appropriating $1,050 
to the former employés ‘of the Orphans’ 
Home at Knightstown; providing for the in- 
corporation of the Mutual Aid and Benevo- 
lent Association; and establishing a Superior 
Court in Vigo ‘grog? | 

It also passed the bill providing for the 
appointment of five Judges or Com- 
missoners, to appointed by the 
Supreme Court, at a salary of $4,000 
each, who shall aid the Court In dispos- 
ing of the many cases now on the docket. 
—— Judge is entitled to nume one Com- 
missloner. 

The State-House bill also passed, providing 
for a ‘two-cent levy for the years 1881 and 
1882, and also an appropriation of $100,000 to 
be paid out of the general fund in two in- 
stallments of $50,000 each. 

Bills were also passed making Carroll, 
White, and Pulaski Counties into the Thirty- 
ninth Judicial Circuit, and requir 
foreign insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in this State to appoint 
an attorney, upon whom service could be ob- 
tained, and providing for the taxation of 
banks, the item of bank taxation being omit- 
ted by mistake from the General Tax Dill. 

Mr. Hamilton’s bill for the reorganization 
of the government of the State benevolent 
institutions was defeated by the vote of ayes 
43, noes 44. The vote was a matter of some 
surprise, the Democrats applauding the an- 
nouncement. The bill contemplated divid- 
ing the management between the two lead- 
ing political parties. |

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks were very dull, but quotations ad- 
vanced a trifle, and the tome of the market was 
not allowed to deteriorate. During the last 
hour there was some animation. and most of the 
improvement in prices was made in that time. 
Pools in Jersey Central, St. Paul, and Lake Shore 
were credited with sustainimg prices. Coal 
stocks were attacked by the bears on rumors of 
tight money. Keene was covering his shorts, 
and Vanderbilt was buying Lake Shore and 
Union Pacific, the habit of buying which seems 
to have become inevrable. Sage was re- 
ported bullish, and was selling puts for 
ninety days on Northwest but little below the 
market. D. O. Milis is holding on to his stocks, 
without adding to bis possessions in that direc- 
tion. Trenor W. Park ueciares that Panama can 
pay 30 per cent as easily as 20, and that it will go 

to 300. A new project is under consideration for 
dividing up the stock “into new shares of 3 for 1 
of the present stock. Mr. Park owns up to being 
Short of 2,800 shares. of Western Union at 78. 
which he swears he will never cover at a loss. 
Gould Windsor Hetel gossip reports to be in no 
hurry about making a market for his South- 
western stocks. He bas, however, a little scheme 
afloat in his mind which will do 
great things for his specialties. A short 


“interest of 80,000 shares has been discovered in 


Lackawanna by the bulls, and the shorts have 
been detected in vain efforts to cover. Wal 
street weather-prophets find nothing alarming 
in the situation so far. The wheat crop last year 
would have been much larger if it had been 
planted twenty days later.

The Heraid returns to its damaging statements 
about the Granger roads. It quotes estimates 
of the earnings of the St. Paul Road for Janu- 
ary, Fébruafy, and March of this year, puttmg 
them at $720,000, as against the official reports 
for the same months last year of 2.331. 000. 
thereby showing a decline ot over $1,600,000 To 
clear the main and a few of the brunch lines of 
snow, allow for wear and tear and restore tho 
roadbeds to a safe and proper condition, it is 
computed by exact and careful authorities that 
not less than $1,500,000 are or will be required. 
In this connection it may be remarked that the 
whole cost of renewals and repairs to roadway 
and track (there being no snow to shovel) during 
the whole of 1880 amounted to $1,315,443.70. To

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THE WHEAT EAT SITUATION. 
fo the Editor af The Gao Tribune. 

New Tonk. April 4.—Apart from the weather, 
and the condition, good or bad, of the growing 
grain, it is evident that the most important price 
factor in the wheat markets of the worid, prior 
to next harvest, is the extent of the temaining 
surplus available in Europe from our Atlantic 
ports; and the period of time when this 
surplus will be availabie in Europe, as com- 
pared with concurrent wants there, will 
also largely Intluence the course of the markets. 
At present supplies on our seaboard are cota- 
paratively small, and in Western Europe stocks 
of foreign wheat are also small: fence much 
depends not only upon the extent of our export- 
ing capacity, but its continuity. The wants of 
Europe are imperative, and the extent to which 
our surplus will meet thoso wants concurrently 
seems to be the price question of the hour. Let 
us examine this question.

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COMPULSORY TEMPERANCE 


In Phis and Other Countries—Spread 
of the Whisky Pest in Swizeriand— 
Bismarck’s Method of Dealing with 


Intemperance. 
Indianapolis Journal. 


The real friends of temperance, such as 
would see permanent and lasting restrictions 
placed upon the sale of liquor, who would 
protect the young and the weak, and stop 
the constant growth of the great army of 
drunkards, are constantly being balked in 
their efforts by extremists. No sooner has 
one real advance been made than in rush a 


horde of inconsiderate zealots, and soon the. 


advance is made a retreat. Reasonable peo- 
ple become disgusted at those who seem 
more anxious to bestride a hobby than to ef- 
fectareal reform, and leave them to their 
fafe. The temperance cause will never make 
any real and permanent advance until it un- 
loads those who offensively assume to take 
charge of the morals of the people, unasked 
and not wanted. 

An instance of the truth of this state- 
ment is now seen in Kansas. The effect of 
the prohibitory amendment to the Constitu- 
tion is about to be thrown away by fanatics, 
who insist that it means the abandonment 
of wine at the communion table, the preven- 
tion of the prescription of stimulants by phy- 
sicians, the stopping of the use of home 
made cider by the farmer who made it at his 
own table. The result will be one grand dis- 
gust upon the part of the people, and tem- 
perance, instead of being advanced, will be 
damaged in the house of its friends. The 
Lawrence (Kas.) Journal says x. 

The prohibitory amendment to the Constitu- 
tion was advocated before the people on the one 
broad, distinct, and well-defined ground of the 
suppression of the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
as abeverage. The saloon, the tippling-house, 
was everywhere beid up as the great source of 
tomptasion and evil. It was on this issue that 
the fight was waged and won, and even on this 
issue the majority was very small. Nowhere and 
by nobody was the adoption of the amepdment 
urged on the ground that it would do away with 
the use of wine at the communion, or that 
it would make it a legal misdemeanor for a man 
to give beer, or wine, or cider to bis guests at 
his own table, or that it would forbid the physi- 
cian to prescribe intoxicants tohis patients. It is 
quite safe to say that, bad it been advocated on 
these grounds, the amendment would have been 
overwhelmingly defeated. The part of wisdom 
would seem to be to adhere strictly oe good 
faith to the one issue of the suppress) f the 
sale of intoxicants as a beverage. But what do 
we see ? The great issue upon which the amend- 
ment was urged and adopted seems te have 
suddenly been lost sight of by many, and we 
are precipitated into a profitiess and bootless 
discussion upon the use cf wine at the commun- 
jon! A miuister in one of our chief cities in a 
published discourse claims that the law recently 
adopted prohibits the use of wine at the com- 
munion, and defends the wisdom of the prohibi- 
uon. One of the leading journals which sup- 
ported the amendment adopts the same view, 
and \ wine ought not to be used at the com- 
munfon, anyhow. Another writer in ugother 
paper, who makes a pretense of being iu ‘favor 
of the amendment, indorses this view, and takes 
pains to put it as offensively to religious peo- 
ple as possible. In other quarters we are 
gravely told of ** numerous cases in which par - 
taking of wine at the communiog has aroused 
the sleeping demon of appetite in the stomachs 
of reformed inebriatcs, etc., etc. Now, we do 
not care to enter into the discussion of this 
vexed question. All we wish to do is to point 
out to the true friends of probibition that they 
are allowing themselves to be drawn into a false 
position, that they are discussing issues which 
were not passed upon by the people, and that 
some of them are advocating measures which, 
if they had been publicly urged before the elec- 
@on, would have killed the amendment by an 
overwhelming majority. It is not difficult to see 
what will be the result if this unwise policy is 
persisted in. A reaction will set in which will 
sweep to the other extreme. Let us stick to the 
text. Letus keep faith with the people. Let 
the new law be interpreted in the light of these 
notorious facts, and not on one hand according 
to the notions of extremists, or, on the other, in 
the interest of those who would put a false and 
strained construction upon the law for the pur- 
pose of breaking it down. 

The Kansas Legislature has paseed a pro- 
hiditory liquor law more stringent than that 
of Maine. It is so far ahead of public senti- 
ment that it will most“ probably become a 
dead letter and inoperative. In substance, it 
is as follows: 

The act forbids the manufacture or sale of 
cider and wine, as weil as stronger liquors, ex- 
cept for scientific, mechanical, or medicinal pur- 
poses. Physicians are put unde 
will not prescribe it except in casesof actual 
sickness. Each perscription must be recorded 
on the drugyist’s book. open to inspection, as 
well as the name, residence, and occupation of 
the patient. The purchaser of liquorffor medic- 
inal, mechanical, or scientific purposes must 
present a written application, setting forth his 
name, occupation, and-residence, the quantity 
and kind of liquor wanted, and for what purpose, 
sworn to before proper officers, filed in the Pro- 
bate Court, and kept on record there for two 
years. One of the most noticeable provisions is 
that which obliges persons who cause the intox- 
ication of others, either by sale, barter, or gift, 
to pay for their care while intoxicated and #5 a 
day besides, which sum can be collected by civil 
action. Persons are forbidden under heavy fines 
to be connected with clubs where liquor of any 
kind is received or kept to be sold or given away: 
and, finally, Sec. 7 gathers up the fragments that 
remain by declaring that the giving away of in- 
toxicating liquors or any shifts and devices to 
evade the provisions of this act shall be deemed 
3 selling within the provisions of this 
ac 

There has been much expertmental tem- 
perance legislation this winter. Of thischar- 
acter must be considered the anti-treating 
law passed in Wisconsin. This law prohib- 
its treating, and imposes a penalty of $5 for 
each offense of liquor treating, or one man 
paying for a drink of liquor taken by another. 
An exchange speaks of this law as a mere 
tub thrown to the coercive prohibition 
whale.” Unfortunately, such tubs damage 
the cause of temperance, for it is manifest 
that such a law canifot be enforced, however 
desirable the end sought be. How long will 
it be before the friends of temperance will 
realize the truth expressed by one who, in 
discussing this subject, said: No law which 
interferes with the personal liberty of the 
citizen in regard to his eating and drinking 
and by attempting to regulate and contrul 
his social habits and customs, and his per- 
sonal and friendly intercourse with his 
friends and neighbors, can hope to commend 
its coercive features to public sentiment. All 
laws are dependent for their efficacy upon 
public opinion, and there is in the hearts of 
men a permanent protest against the inter- 
ference of the law in the sumptuary, social, 
and family matters, customs, and habits of 
the general mass of men. It is impossible to 
—- such laws against an adverse public 
opinion. 

The false notion obtaips in this countr 
that little of the evils of intemperance is 
known in Europe. This is far from be 
the case. A recent articie in Nachnichten 
aus Deutchland und der Schweiz (News 
from Germany and Switzerland) gives an ac- 
count of the spread of the whisky pest. It 
says:

Bismarck pro a novel 4 — law 
for Germany. He would permit free sale 
and purchase of,whisky, but punish people 
only after they get drunk, his idea seeming 
to be to realize as a revenue as possible 
from the vices of 75 — and encourage 
their propensities to indulge them. Thé law 
in ucedin the Reichstag recently is as 
foljows: | 

Section 1. Whosoever, by his own fault, is 
found drunk in any public place. and excites 
— scanhdal, shall be punished either with a 

ne of 100 ($26) or with imprisonment not 
longer than two weeks. If accused has been 
convicted of the same offense within the last 
three years, or if ne be an habitual drunkard, ne 
must be sentenced to imprisonment, which can 

vated by the reduction of his fare to 
and water. 

2. Whosoever puts himself in a stute of 
drunkenness which exciudes the free control of 
his will, and in this state commits an act which 
if committed spontaneously would have led to 
his punishment, shall be punished according to 
the following provision: 

The sentence must be in conformit 
with the law applicable to the offense or crime if 
committed with the full responsibility of the ac- 
cused. accu instead of being sentenced 
to death or State’s prison for life, must be sen- 
tenced to State's n for at least one year. In 
ali other cases the sentence must be uced to 
not less than one-quarter of the lowest degree 
of the ordinary punishment, and to not more 
than one-balf of the highest degree of the same, 
the Penitentiary be substituted for State's 
prison with the same term of confinement. The 
provisions of the preceding article referring to 
the reduction of the fare of the prisoner also 
hold in this instance.” 


GARFIELD AND ROBERTSON 


Further Specimens of Republican Sup- 
ort.

THE OUTLET THEORY 


Clearly Explained by Capt. Cowdon— 
How to Prevent Overflow and Inune- 
dations of the Mississippi River. 

New Orleans States, April 3. 
At 1 o’clock yesterday the ‘tugboat W. M. 

Wood steamed alongside the Natchez and 

was boarded by a party consisting of Capt.- 


John Cowdon, Capt. Thomas Leathers, Capt. 


Sweeney, Messrs. E. J. Gay, Bradish John 
son, John Dymond, of the firm of Dymond & 
Gordes, Cuthbert Bullitt, Thomas L. Jones, 
Jobn Roy, A. Q. Kennett, and George Win- 


chester, and a representative of the States, all 


bound for a pleasant trip to the Mexican 
Gulf and Ship Island Canal. 
An hour’s run brought the party to their 


destination, where they disembarked, and, 


headed by Capt. Cowdon, took up the line 


of march for the Old Basin of the canal, 


where a friendly woodpile furnished seats 
for the excursionist 8. 
The trip was designed by Capt. Cowdon 


for the purpose of demonstrating to his 


guests the feasibility of his well-known 
outlet system“ ot Mississippi River im- 
provement; and on this occasion he fairly 
surpassed himself in offering good and co- 
gent arguments in favor of his theory. 

—— his several maps for inspection 
ot the party, he entered into the subject of 
river improvements with an ease t de- 
noted him to be both student and master of 
the art. 

To explain Capt. Cowdon's theory relative 
to the proper treatment to be applied to the 
mighty and treacherous river, it is only 
necessary to say that he considers the pres- 
ent outlets insufficient to carry off the great 
body of water that sweeps down the river at 


fertain periods of the year, and that if the 


proper outlets were provided inundations 
would become things ot the past. In other 
words, he wishes to create an artificial out- 
let that will drain off the river during high 
water, and reduce the volume to such an ex- 
tent as to do away with the necessity of 
building levees and jetties, both of which 
Capt. Cowdon considers abominations. 

The arguments advanced in favor of bis 
theory, as nearly as the writer can regem- 
ber, were these: 

Just as the levees are raised, so will the 
bottom of the river also be uplifted making 
navigation worse and more difficult, us ex- 
—— has shown since 1858, when the 

evee system was most perfect. 

The river high-water mark at the head of 
the Mexican Gulf and Ship Island Canal is 

ust fourteen feet higher than the gulf level. 
The strip of land lying at this point between 
the river and Lake Borgne is five miles in 
width, and is especially adapted, on account 
of its sharpincline from river, for the 
site of an artificial outlet for the flood tides. 

When this outlet becomes the river’s flood- 
tide mouth, then the river at New Orleans 
will be lowered to near the gulf level,or low- 
water mark, which will soon lower the water 
in the entire river naturally, restoring the 
flood-tide line of centuries ago. " 

This will confine ali the waters of the 
valley within the natural banks of the river, 
causing a lowering of its bed and deepening 
and making more anent its low-water 
channels, all within three or four years, and
